Main Line Employment 
Bureau Established 



A group of public spirited citizens of 
the Main Line, under the able chairman- 
ship of Mr. Alfred C. Maule, of Bryn 
Mawr, have established a Community 
Employment Bureau which has already 
begun its active work. The headquar- 
ters of this Employment Bureau is 
Room A T o. o of the Merion Title Build- 
ing, and the telephone number is "Ard- 
more 1163." 

For some time a great many Main 
Line residents have felt very strongly 
the need for some central employment 
bureau, and particularly at this time it 
has seemed most opportune to fill this 
existing need. Various committees and 
organizations along the Main Lino have 
been called upon to help people who 
need employment to find positions or to 
fill the needs of employers, both indus- 
trial and domestic. The scope of this 
Main Line Employment Bureau is go- 
ing to be very wide and the active man- 
agement of it has been put in charge 
of Miss Mary S. Hamilton, of Bryn 
Mawr, who is especially familiar with

local conditions and has done work of 
this character before. All classes of 
labor, both in en and women, including 
trained nurses, governesses, chauffeurs, 
gardeners, domestic servants and people 
wishing to do work by the day, will be 
listed, and their qualifications thor- 
oughly investigated. Careful tabula- 
tions will be kept of the record of each 
employee placed, and the aim of the 
Bureau is that its endorsement will be 
a complete assurance of the reliability 
of the employee. 

The territory covered at first will be 
from Narberth to Villa Nova, inclusive, 
but it is competently expected that in 
a very short time the demands on the 
Main Lino Employment Bureau will 
necessitate extending this territory con- 
siderably. 

This employment bureau has been 
licensed by the State Bureau of Labor 
and Industry, Department of K m ploy - 
meat, and all of its activities are there- 
fore under the direct supervision of the 
State. 

The fees charged for service will be 
(lie standard ones as provided by law, 
and it is confidently expected that the 
Bureau will be at least self-supporting, 
notwithstanding the fact that its ob- 
ject is not to make money, but to fill a 
real need in the community. 

In order to start this work, a few pub- 
lic spirited individuals have loaned suf- 
ficient funds to carry on the work for a 
month or so and also some of the fol- 
lowing Main Lino organizations, all of 
which have endorsed this work most en- 
thusiastically:

Up to the present time it has been 
most difficult to get reliable labor, and 
such information as was available could 
not, be counted upon. Even before the 
war there were a great many people 
who were anxious to get temporary or 
permanent employment who found that 
there was no general exchange where 
the employer and employee could get in 
touch with each other. The Main Line 
is a most important suburban section of 
Philadelphia, and wherever possible 
labor should come from our local dis- 
tricts and not have to be secured from 
Philadelphia or other cities. 

Xow that so many thousands of sol- 
diers are being discharged from the 
army every day, the need of an em- 
ployment bureau such as is planned is 
more necessary than ever. Many of 
these men are from our own district and 
they are anxious to get work where they 
live. It is vitally important that they 
have every opportunity to do so. 

The committee in charge of this work 
feels that the Main Line Employment 
Bureau offers a real opportunity to make 
the Main Line a better place to live in 
both from the standpoint of the em- 
ployer and employee. They need the 
active co-operation of everybody and 
urge that everybody who is desirous of 
employing labor and those who are try- 
ing to get work, use the Bureau at once 
and advertise by word of mouth its ex- 
istence and the work that it plans to do.

EDITORIAL 



REPORT OF THE PARK DEVELOP- 
MENT COMMITTEE NARBERTH 
CIVIC ASSOCIATION. 



Mr. Joseph II. Nash, 

President Nnrbenli Civic Assncial ion. 
Dear Sir: 

Last year, at llu> animal inretin^" of 
the Association. I submitted a wiy full 
and detailed report of the work accom- 
plished in Narbrook Park by your com- 
mittee. It is unnecessary to £o into 
these details a^ain. as the report was 
published in Cull in Our Town in the 
issue of March L»S, P.MS. I will, how- 
ever, briefly recapitulate the statistics 
as of that, date:

A statement of this deficit was pre- 
sented to the 21] lot owners, 19 of whom, 
representing 27 lots, generously agreed 
to pay a voluntary assessment of $6X39 
per lot, to help make it up. Thus far, 
$1,045.94 of these subscriptions have 
been paid, and distributed to our credit- 
ors, and $665.59 still due, making a 



total of $J,71L5;J, and leaving a bal- 
ance of $1)51.05 still to be raised by the 
committee. 

The cost of sewer, water and gas 
installation did not come out of the 
general fund, but was advanced by the 
committee, partly in cash, partly by 
money borrowed from the Morion Title 
anil Trust Company. This will ulti- 
mately be repaid by the Borough, the 
Springfield Water Company and the 
Counties Gas and Klectric Company, as 
explained in last year's report. 

In the meantime, the Borough has 
agreed to pay the interest on the cost 
of the sewer until the Park is formally 
accepted by it, as the Borough is de- 
riving a considerable income from tax- 
ation on the improvements in and ad- 
joining the Park. 

The Borough authorities have condi- 
tioned their acceptance of the Park on 
certain repairs to the sewer manholes, 
which the contractor has agreed to 
make this spring. When these are com- 
pleted, there is apparently no reason 
why the Park should not be dedicated 
to the Borough. 

There are at present 9 houses within 
the limits of the Park, ami we under- 
stand three more at least are to be 
built this spring. 

As the Borough will not be responsi- 
ble for the maintenance of the Park 
until it is accepted, provision for its 
care should be made by the Civic Asso- 
ciation, as the committee has no funds 
for that purpose. 

Xo provision has as yet been made 
for lighting the streets through the 
Park. It is hoped that this will be dono 
in the near future by the Borough.
